Consult a doctor if you are very 
| much overweight and do not try any 
| questionable remedies. For the er-

, to the diet is. advised, 
| The amount of food eaten should 
| be lessened but care should be taken 
to see that the body is supplied with 
sufficient protein, mineral ‘matte? 
;and vitamins. At the same time, 
food should be eaten that will keep 
the person ‘from feeling hungry. 
Fewer fat foods should be used. 
Avoid whipped cream, olive oil,
